We  have  learned  a  great  deal  about  grazing  district  administration 
during  the  past  six  years.  We  have  learned  a  lot  about  what  to  do  and 
what  not  to  do.  With  the  desire  to  round  up  this  "learnin1"  for  the 
fellows  in  the  field  and  weld  together  the  important  principles  of  good 
administration  that  have  evolved  through  experience,  Director  Rutledge 
has  called  a  field  conference,  September  9  through  28,  in  the  heart  of 
the  San  Rafael  Grazing  District,  Utah. 

Two  district  field  men  and  one  range  examiner  from  each  region,  and 
representatives  of  the  Washington  office  staff,  vrill  meet  to  analyse  and 
study  the  job  as  it  should  be  done  from  the  district  field  man's  stand¬ 
point.  Attention  will  not  be  given,  at  this  meeting,  to  local  or  State 
problems,  but  instead  certain  methods  and  procedures  for  getting  at  the 
roots  of  problems  common  to  all  regions  will  be  studied.  Bach  man  will 
participate  in  the  conference  schedule,  part  of  which  will  be  group  dis¬ 
cussion  and  part  field  work.  Each  subject  discussed  will  be  concluded 
with  actual  tests  covering  important  phases  of  that  subject.  The  seven- 
step  method  of  training  (l-Attention,  2-Interest,  3-Desire,  4-Determina¬ 
tion,  5-Planning,  6-Action,  7-Check  up)  will  guide  the  group  discussions, 
while  the  four-step  method  (1-Explanation,  2-Demonstration,  3-Action, 
4-Check)  will  be  used  in  connection  with  the  field  work. 

The  "study  area"  for  the  conference  is  a  block  of  approximately 
180,000  acres  of  typical  grazing  land  in  the  San  Rafael  Grazing  District, 
within  which  is  the  Mud  Springs  side  camp  location  which  will  be  used  as 
headquarters  for  the  conference  group.  In  spite  of  its  somewhat  un¬ 
attractive  name,  the  Mud  Springs  camp  is  pleasantly  located,  and  plenty 
of  good  water  is  available.  Two  portable  buildings  will  be  used  as  a 
conference  room  and  kitchen-dining  room.  Tents  will  serve  for  sleeping 
quarters.  Mr.  Delon  Olsen,  well-known  in  the  locality  of  his  cuisine, 
has  accepted  the  contract  to  provide  the  provender. 

The  study  area  is  in  the  heart  of  range  country  and  contains  within 
its  boundaries  many  of  the  problems  confronting  district  field  men  in 
other  regions.  The  area  is  grazed  by  both  cattle  and  sheep;  there  are 
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both,  large  and  small  operators  in  the  locality;  the  land  pattern  is  com¬ 
plex;  there  are  some  range  improvements  in  the  area. 

A.  D.  Molohon  is  in  charge  of  arrangements  for  the  conference.  Ee 
is  being  ably  assisted  by  Range  Examiner  Bryan  and  District  Grazier 
Magleby.  Splendid  cooperation  has  been  received  from  the  Army  officials 
and  from  Mr.  Seely  and  his  regional  staff.  Superintendent  Greaves  of 
the  Castle  Dale  CCC  camp  has  contributed  valuable  aid  in  getting  the  Mud 
Springs  location  ready  for  occupancy  by  the  conferees. 

It  is  hoped  that  it  will  be  possible  to  arrange  similar  meetings  in 
each  region  where  the  instruction  can  be  carried  forward  by  the  regional 
men  attending  this  initial  meeting,  under  similar  direction.

WHAT 1 S  IN  A  NAME? 

Pahvant  Grazing  District,  Utah  (No.  3) 

"The  term,  'Pah  Vant'  is  derived  from  the  Ute  Indian  language.  The 
word  'pah*  means  water,  and  the  word  'vant'  is  an  abbreviation  of  'vantum 
meaning  large.  Before  the  advent  of  the  pioneers  and  use  of  the  waters 
of  the  Sevier  River  for  irrigation,  all  the  drainage  from  its  vast  water¬ 
shed  emptied  into  what  is  now  known  as  Sevier  Lake . When  viewed  from  the 

tops  of  the  mountains  at  the  east,  this  area  had  the  appearance  of  a  vast 
body  of  water  interspersed  with  islands.  Thus  the  Ute  Indians  gave  it 
the  name  of  Pah  Vant,  or  Big  Water. 

"The  Escalante  expedition  passed  through  this  valley  between  Septem¬ 
ber  26  and  October  8,  1776,  en  route  from  Utah  lake  to  the  Colorado  River 
The  first  white  men  to  enter  the  area  were  William  Ashley  and  Etienne 
Provost  who  crossed  the  Wasatch  Range  in  1825  and  explored  as  far  south 
as  Sevier  Lake. 

"The  capital  of  Utah  was  established  in  the  Pali  Vant  Valley  on 
October  29,  1851,  and  the  town  of  Billmore  established. 

"Prom  the  earliest  days  the  Pah  Vant  Valley  has  been  recognized  as 
one  of  the  choice  grazing  areas  in  Utah  for  both  winter  and  summer  use."
